The speeds have prompted a group of four villagers to come forward and volunteer to 
be trained in using speed guns to capture speeding motorists. Although the information 
gathered cannot be used for prosecutions, police will take action against motorists found 
to be persistently speeding. Parish Councillor Sue Schofield has welcomed the move and 
said the parish council is now awaiting a meeting with the police to put the wheels in mo-

tion on the scheme. She said: “Most of the 
villagers are law abiding citizens but there 
is a minority who don’t take any notice of 
the speed restrictions. 

“Speeding has been a real concern in 
the past, that is why we asked the police 
for something to be done, and for help on 
this. Shropshire Councillor Steve Daven¬ 
port has been very much in favour of doing 
something. We had six names come for¬ 
ward to help and volunteer, but two have 
now dropped out. 

Training 

“There will be training, and for volun¬ 
teers to understand what they should and 
shouldn’t do. Speeding has been a particu¬ 
lar problem at one end of the village where 
the school is. There have been some near 
misses, it is a death trap and I have wit¬ 
nessed a few near misses.” 

Councillor Schofield believes that other 
villagers have been reluctant to get in¬ 
volved because they fear they might re¬ 
ceive abuse. She said: “It is nice to see 
some people come forward and try and 
take this into their own hands. 

“However some people believe being in 
a hi-vis taking speeds will leave them open 
to abuse, and they will be perceived as the 
big bad wolf.” 

A leading road safety campaigner in the 
neighbouring village of Gobowen says she 
too has looked at the idea of having resi¬ 
dents trained to use speed guns. 

Dot Basham launched a petition to high¬ 
light the speeding problems and said she 
got together a group of 20 people willing to 
train to use speed guns - but was told by 
the police it wasn’t possible. She said: “We 
got around 20 people together 18 months 
ago, but police said the speed was too great 
and it was dangerous for people to take the 
speeds. That just seems a massive contra¬ 
diction. 

“I don’t get how a village two miles 
away can be given the power to do this and 
we can’t. All we seem to be getting from 
our efforts to reduce speeds is negativity, 
despite the fact speed problems are getting 
worse and worse.”

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New petition is launched 
to have A5 route dualled

FRESH calls have been made 
for the A5 near Oswestry to be 
turned into a dual carriageway. 

The Chronicle’s sister paper the 
Shropshire Star this week launched 
a petition calling for road improve¬ 
ments. 

Accidents, many of them with tragic con¬ 
sequences, and nose-to-tail traffic plague 
the trunk road which carries tens of thou¬ 
sands of vehicles a day. 

The Shropshire Star believes the road is 
inadequate to carry the volume of vehicles 
that travel along the route every day. 

The campaign has been backed by North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, who has 
been calling for the road to be dualled since 
he became the MP for the area in 1997. He 
said: “I am delighted that the Shropshire 
Star is supporting this campaign and it 
could not come at a more suitable time. 
Last November, it was announced that re¬ 
gions across the country are set to benefit 
from investment for transport.” He esti¬ 
mates the cost to the public purse as a re¬ 
sult of the accidents on the road since 1992 
is in the region of £220m. 

The 18-mile stretch of the A5 from Mont- 
ford Bridge to the border at Chirk, with the 
exception of the Nesscliffe bypass, is the 
only section of single carriageway road be¬ 
tween Dover and Holyhead, a key strategic 
route linking the UK to Ireland. As well as 
the impact on safety, the road is also dam¬ 
aging the economy. Shropshire Council’s 
deputy leader, Steve Charmley said: “We 
need this road dualled to help our econ¬ 
omy,” adding that it was “no longer fit for 
purpose”. Earlier this year roads minister 
John Hayes visited the area to see the prob¬ 
lems for himself. The Star is calling on him 
to include the A5 in his Road Investment 
Strategy and upgrade it to a dual carriage¬ 
way from Montford Bridge to Chirk. The 
Shropshire Star is calling on readers to sign 
the petition so that it can be presented to 
the Government as part of the ‘Dual It!’ 
campaign.

Grant supports company’s growth plans

AN Oswestry manufacturer has landed a 
grant worth nearly £100,000 to help it re¬ 
alise its growth plans. 

Formed in 1966 and acquired by cur¬ 
rent directors Kevin Taylor and Colin 
Derbyshire in 2013, CV Rollers makes bear- 
ings-related products. 

Since their purchase of the business, 
turnover has increased from £800,000 to 
over £2.1 million. 

It formed a relationship with Hansen In¬ 
ternational, a global leader in commercial 


and industrial vehicle components, which 
has left it needing to grow the business. 

Now it has been awarded a grant by 
the Marches Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship worth more than £97,000, as part of 
the Marches Building Investment Grant 
launched earlier this year. 

Part-funded by the European Regional 
Development Fund, it has allowed essen¬ 
tial expansion work to be carried out at 
the firm’s site on the Mile Oak Industrial 
Estate. 


Having received the grant, CV Rollers will 
be able to create five new full-time jobs by 
the end of the year in addition to its exist¬ 
ing 18 staff. The building work has allowed 
an extension at the side of the factory, and 
the installation of a mezzanine floor from 
which further CAD design work and admin¬ 
istration can be carried out.

Rollers has enjoyed significant growth in 
recent years and as this continues, the need 
for additional space has become a priority.”

Chairman 
leaves his 
role over 
access row 

THE chairman of a campaign group 
for disabled people says he has re¬ 
signed over “broken promises” from 
the NHS. 

Roger Whitting has made the deci¬ 
sion to leave Oswestry Access Group 
because he felt he’d made no progress 
in improving the access for wheelchair 
users at the local health centre. 

In his two years as chairman, Mr 
Whitting campaigned relentlessly 
to resolve the issues at the centre in 
Thomas Savin Road. 

Drivers are forced to park on the 
pavements because of a lack of car 
parking spaces and Mr Whitting, a 
wheelchair user himself, says it is 
impossible for disabled patients to 
get to the medical centre because the 
dropped kerbs are blocked. 

He says he was promised additional 
drop kerbs, double yellow lines and a 
Parking Eye system by bosses from 
NHS Property Services, but nothing 
has ever been resolved. 

“I’ve met with people from the NHS 
who have been to see the problems 
we face, they say they need a couple 
of months to sort it out but nothing 
ever happens,” he said. “I tell people 
what’s been said and then I’m embar¬ 
rassed when nothing happens. I’ve 
given up on all of these broken prom¬ 
ises now.” 

Man, 53, denies 
indecent assault 

A 53-year-old Oswestry man is to face 
trial accused of historic charges of in¬ 
decent assault involving a schoolgirl. 

Graham Trow pleaded not guilty 
to the three allegations when he ap¬ 
peared at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on Wednesday last week. 

The offences are said to involve 
a girl aged under 13 and are alleged 
to have been committed on dates be¬ 
tween May 1992 and May 1994. Judge 
Jim Tindal adjourned the case until 
May 8 and Trow, of Chaucer Road, 
was allowed conditional bail.

Car charging

He said that charging points in the coun¬ 
cil-owned car parks would help to make the 
town more attractive to visitors. 

Councillor Mike Isherwood said: “I think 
this should be something on the council’s 
to do list. We shouldn’t wait until another 
10, 20 or 30 per cent of people are driving 
electric and hybrid cars.” 

Mayor Vince Hunt questioned whether 
enough people would use the equipment to 
justify spending the money. 

Members will vote on the idea once coun¬ 
cil officers have looked into the cost. 


Balloons has asked the council to consider 
running its own festival. 

A report that went before the council on 
Wednesday last week said there would be 
hot air balloon flights, demonstrations and 
exhibitions, and that it will be free to enter. 

Clerk David Preston said: “This is an ex¬ 
citing one. We’re looking at around 25 to 
30 balloons over the Saturday and Sunday. 
I’m told it’s an excellent place to fly from 
because it is well sheltered. 

“We’ve spoken to NABMA (National 
Association of British Market Authorities) 
and they have said they’re interested in 
supporting it as well.” 

The costs would include balloon gas as 
well as camping and hospitality for the bal¬ 
loon owners, and it is expected to cost in 
the region of £6,000 to £10,000. Mr Preston 
told councillors it is likely the money could 
be covered by sponsorship. 

Mayor Vince Hunt said: “I think this 
is brilliant. Oswestry needs these sorts of 
events to become a destination town. It’s 
been said before that Oswestry is just a 
‘two hour town’ and that people come, do 
their shopping and leave, but these sorts of 
events turn that around. “

“We raised £23,000 last year and would 
like to top that sum this year.” 

Entrance to the event is £7 for a day 
ticket or £12 for a weekend ticket.

A COUPLE found dead in a house near Oswestry died after taking a 
number of drugs, an inquest heard. 

Carly Louise Davies, aged 29, and Vincent Laws, 31, were discovered by Miss 
Davies’s mother at an address in Erw Wen, Morda, on April 8. 

Both had a number of drugs in their system, including tramadol, diazepam, morphine, 
and in Miss Davies’s case, cocaine. Assistant coroner Heath Westerman told an inquest

Barrier at 
car park to 
stay in place 

AN entrance barrier at Oswestry’s main 
car park will not be removed despite claims 
it restricts mobility vehicles. 

At a meeting of Oswestry Town Council 
on Wednesday last week, Councillor Oily 
Rose asked members to consider removing 
the height restrictive barriers at Central 
Car Park. 

She said: “It’s causing more and more 
problems for disabled people. These vehi¬ 
cles are getting higher and higher these 
days because there are now vehicles where 
disabled people can drive their chairs 
straight into the van and start driving - but 
they can’t get into our car park. It’s exclud¬ 
ing people. I don’t see the logic behind it 
especially as our other car parks don’t have 
a barrier.” 

However, Councillor Peter Cherrington 
said: “There was a reason the barriers were 
put there at that height. We had a prob¬ 
lem with caravans and campervans going 
onto the car park. I’m not opposing it but I 
think we need to remember there are other 
reasons why they were set at that height.” 

Members voted against Councillor Rose’s 
notice of motion but Town Clerk David 
Preston has been asked to get advice from 
a health and safety consultant on whether 
the barrier should be altered or removed. 


at Shirehall in Shrewsbury that both died 
from the consumption of a number of drugs 
“including but not restricted to morphine”. 

Mr Westerman read a statement from Dr 
Joanna Stafford who carried out the post 
mortem on the couple. 

She gave cause of death as multi drug 
toxicity. She also said they had suffered 
from collapsed lungs. 

Mr Laws’s father Trevor attended the in¬ 
quest and a statement was read out on his 
behalf by the coroner. 

Mr Laws said his son had suffered from 
a bad back, and had been prescribed mor¬ 
phine, but had said it made him feel “like 
a zombie”. 

A statement from Miss Davies’s mother 
Tracey said the former Marches School 
pupil had held a number of jobs, before 
being diagnosed as bipolar and with a per¬ 
sonality disorder in her 20s. She said her 
daughter took diet pills, and suffered with 
sleeping and eating issues. 

She added she had self harmed and at¬ 
tempted to overdose on prescription drugs 
three times. 

She found the couple dead on a bed after 
failing to get in touch with her daughter. 

Detective Sergeant Mathew Crisp said 
there were no injuries to the couple, and no 
sign of a violent disturbance. 

A number of items were seized including 
a 300ml bottle of liquid morphine, three 
quarters empty that was prescribed to Mr 
Laws the previous day. 

Also found were used and unused sy¬ 
ringes and steroids, blister packs and di¬ 
azepam. Concluding, Mr Westerman said: 
“On the balance of probabilities I am sat¬ 
isfied with the evidence I have that both 
died from the consumption of a number of 
drugs, including but not restricted to mor¬ 
phine. I conclude that these were drug re¬ 
lated deaths.” 


A THIEF stole a bike - and took a tumble 
trying to make off on two wheels.

Mr Bridgewater was unhappy about the 
theft, which wasn’t the first he had recently 
been a victim of. 

The 27-year-old, from Oswestry, said: 
“I’m not overly happy about it, the bike 


was my brother’s and I had borrowed it 
from him. 

“I haven’t heard anything from the police 
since they picked the DVD, but someone 
has messaged me with a name. 

“I had been volunteering at the Salvation 
Army for about a month. 

“I had my motorbike stolen a few months 
ago, but that was returned within a few 
days. I just hope I get the bike back.” 

Police are appealing for witnesses to the 
theft of the black and green Carrera Vul¬ 
can, which was stolen between 2.30pm and 
4pm. Anyone who has information or who 
may have been offered the bike for sale 
should contact police on 101.

It’s hard to believe that it’s 
been 20 years since Wale voted 
“yes” to devolution - that historic 
day when the nation went to the 
polls and voted to establish the 
National Assembly for Wales. 

Those in favour won by 6,721 
votes which was just a 0.6 per 
cent majority, reversing a pre¬ 
vious referendum held in 1979 
when Wales overwhelmingly re¬ 
jected the chance for home rule 
by four-to-one. 

I voted “no” in 1979 and I voted 
“no” in 1997 and if I was asked 
to vote again I would still vote 
“no” as I believe the Government 
to be an unnecessary burden on 
the taxpayers of Wales with layer 
after layer of management du¬ 
plicating the roles already filled 
across the border. 

Even Montgomeryshire As¬ 
sembly Member Russell George 
admitted this week that he voted 
“no” back in 1997. 

“What have we gained” I was 
asked by a colleague this week 
and despite being able to reel 
off things like free prescriptions, 
law-making and tax-raising pow¬ 
ers, leading the way on charging 
for carrier bags, stopping smok¬ 
ing in public places, scrapped 
Severn Bridge tolls and introduc¬ 
ing presumed organ donation he 
was still not impressed. 

There won’t be another ref¬ 
erendum in my lifetime so it’s 
now important that we take 
devolution a stage further to 
take full advantage of the situa¬ 
tion. So I’m right behind Russell 
George when he calls for more 
powers to be handed down to 
local authorities. 

But there will need to be a 
complete overhaul of county, 
town and community councils 
before any further devolution of 
powers could work. That would 
mean controversially merging 
many proud local authorities 
and that won’t happen without a 
fight. Imagine the outcry if Guils- 
field and Welshpool councils 
were told to merge - but it may 
well happen and sooner than we 
think. 

The bigger issues would re¬ 
volve around funding and history 
already tells us that Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment is not passing down 
enough cash to county councils 
in Mid Wales. 

Devolving more powers to lo¬ 
cal communities sounds a great 
idea but most small authorities 
are not equipped to cope. 

For as long as we have a 
Conservative-led government in 
Westminster and a Labour-led 
regime in Cardiff there is very lit¬ 
tle hope for a pot of gold coming 
across Offa’s Dyke and main¬ 
taining the services that all of us 
accept as normal will prove the 
biggest challenge of all.

SUE AUSTIN reports on a 
new campaign calling for 
the AS around Oswestry to 
be dualled 

WHEN Thomas Telford built his 
Holyhead Road 200 years ago 
little did he think that, two cen¬ 
turies and later renamed the 
A5, it would carry tens of thou¬ 
sands of vehicles every day. 

Civic leaders, transport experts 
and resident think enough is enough 
and it is high time that the road was 
improved to a standard capable of 
carrying the increasing volume of 
traffic that uses the route every day. 

Telford’s road was originally created 
to improve communication links between 
London and Dublin following the Act of 
Union in 1800 and at the time was used 
mainly by stagecoaches and the Mail 
coach to carry post between London and 
Holyhead, and on by mailboat to Ireland. 

It was dotted by tollhouses at which 
road users would pay a sum of money de¬ 
pendent on what they were carrying. At 
each mile stood a distinctive milestone. 

Wind forward and the A5 is unrec¬ 
ognisable. It is snarled up with traffic. 
The stagecoaches have been replaced by 
thousands upon thousands of cars, buses 
and luxury coaches, while almost all of 
the goods that in Telford’s day were car¬ 
ried on the canal, and then the railways, 
travel in massive lorries. 

It also carries every other vehicle imag¬ 
inable from white vans to tractors as well 
as motorbikes and cyclists. 

The section through Shropshire is the 
only part that remains part of the orig-

inal link between Ireland and Britain. 
And it is now also part of the strategic 
route linking Ireland with mainland 
Europe through the Trans-European 
Highway. 

The section from Montford Bridge to 
the Welsh border as it passes through 
the Oswestry area is also the only sec¬ 
tion that is single and not dual carriage¬ 
way or motorway. 

The A5 north of Shrewsbury is also a 
road with shocking accident statistics. 

Since 1991, there have been more 
than 1,785 casualties on the stretch 
from Montford Bridge up to the Welsh 
border at Chirk. 

And with more accidents happening 
every week figures are increasing all 
the time. 

At the last count, 1,407 of those in-

jured suffered slight injury, 320 were 
serious and, tragically, 58 were fatal. 
That is more than two deaths for each 
of the past 26 years. 

Every accident however serious or 
slight brings upset and inconvenience 
to all those involved while the most se¬ 
rious are life changing. 

They lead to road closures and diver¬ 
sions that mean thousands of vehicles 
trundle through villages and along 
B-roads and lanes ill equipped to deal 
with the volume. 

Shropshire Council’s deputy leader, 
Councillor Steve Charmley travels the 
road several times a week whether in 
his role on the unitary authority or in 
his personal life. 

He said: “I am back and to on the A5 
all the time and it is always a challenge. 


The time it takes to make the journey 
between Oswestry and Shrewsbury is al¬ 
ways different and depends on the time 
of day and day of the week. 

“This week we have seen the potato 
harvest in full swing on farms alongside 
the road. 

“That can mean getting stuck behind 
large agricultural vehicles and can lead 
to frustration among motorists. And 
that can be where the problems begin. 

“It is time the road was dualled from 
Shrewsbury to Ruabon, the only stretch 
of the route from London to Holyhead 
that is still single-carriageway.” 

Not one but two roads ministers have 
visited the A5 in the last 12 months, 
invited by North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson. On both days meetings were 
held so that representatives of the com¬ 
munity could explain the problems the 
road brings. The ministers heard from 
businesses, haulage companies, farmers 
and 999 services, all of whom are af¬ 
fected on a daily basis. 

In response to the accidents and de¬ 
lays, the Chronicle’s sister paper the 
Shropshire Star has this week launched 
a petition calling for the A5 road to be 
transformed into a dual carriageway. 

Councillor Charmley was said he was 
pleased to back the Shropshire Star’s 
campaign. “I am delighted the Star has 
taken the lead in pressing for improve¬ 
ments following up on Owen Paterson’s 
ongoing campaign,” he said. 

“This will not only keep up the pres¬ 
sure, on the front pages but also on the 
minister’s desk and flagged up to High¬ 
ways England. 

“We need this road dualled to help our 
economy. 

“The amount of traffic on it has grown 
so much in the last 25 years that it is no 
longer fit for purpose.”

The major event in the world 
of politics over recent days 
has been the Prime Minister’s 
speech, delivered in the lovely 
Italian city of Florence, outlining 
the Government’s approach to 
negotiations for the UK’s de¬ 
parture from the European Un¬ 
ion. She confirmed that the UK 
would leave the EU on March 30, 
2019, with an ‘implementation’ 
period of about two years ending 
before the next General Election, 
due to be held in June 2022. 
Despite the predictable head¬ 
lines, portraying this as “Brexit 
Delayed til 2021”, it was what 
most of us who are interested in 
this issue had expected. It was 
a policy position which united 
her Cabinet, offered reassurance 
to our EU partners, and put the 
long term interests of the United 
Kingdom above partisan politics. 
I thought it was an excellent, well 
balanced speech. 

The most important feature 
of the Prime Minister’s Florence 
speech was the constructive 
tone, reassuring our EU partners 
that we want a constructive, mu¬ 
tually beneficial trading arrange¬ 
ment after leaving, not damaging 
in any way the future of the EU, 
and the more integrated future 
some members seem to want. 
It was a good move to deliver 
the speech, outlining the Gov¬ 
ernment’s position in Florence, 
which has such cultural signifi¬ 
cance to Europe. It was crucial 
to emphasise that the UK is leav¬ 
ing the EU, not leaving Europe. 
It was also a good move to have 
Boris Johnson, David Davis and 
Philip Hammond sitting in the 
front row like a “nest of singing 
birds”! The response from EU 
leaders was more positive than 
expected. But we cannot antic¬ 
ipate early movement to discuss 
future trading arrangements, 
which is much the most impor¬ 
tant part of the negotiations. At 
present the EU just seems to 
want the UK to commit to hand¬ 
ing over tens of billions more to 
Brussels. This is not going to 
happen. 

Unfortunately the poor elec¬ 
tion result for the German Chan¬ 
cellor, Angela Merkel, in the Ger¬ 
man election last weekend may 
have made the position more 
difficult. It could take several 
months to form a new coalition 
to govern Germany. Personally, I 
see the stunning success for the 
ultra right wing Alternative fur 
Deutschland as disastrous - a 
very black cloud on the horizon. 
All the more important that the 
UK remains optimistic about the 
outward looking open independ¬ 
ent country we can be, and will 
be.

HOW CAN I STOP STAFF BROWSING FACEBOOK IN COMPANY TIME? 


Q: I run a medium sized company where all staff have access to the internet. Members of staff are allowed to access the internet for work 
purposes and during their lunch hour. Although we have a social media policy I have been made aware that at least one member of staff 
is browsing facebook and other similar sites during the working day, outside of the lunch hour. What can I do about this as it is causing 
considerable upset among the staff? 

A. Your biggest problem will be upsetting staff - either those complaining or those complained about. You should investigate without 
unreasonable delay to establish the facts for yourself. You may be able to obtain the internet history of the individual in question. One aspect 
to consider is whether any company or customer data may have been sent or published, as this could have consequences for the company. 
Data protection or confidentiality breaches could potentially be a very serious matter which could justify immediate suspension. 

If this is just a general moan rather than anything particularly serious the best course of action is to re-state the ground rules. Remind everyone 
of the rules to draw a line in the sand. Everyone will know where they stand and anyone who crosses the line in future will know what to expect. 

If it is serious, then you should look at your disciplinary procedures and take appropriate advice and action. In most cases an informal warning 
combined with a company-wide reminder on the importance of complying with the social media policy will suffice. These are always difficult 
issues to deal with in- house so always consider using the ACAS website and running things past your company’s employment solicitor.

On looking, I found a newly-installed 
small signs saying “no overnight parking”. 
Don’t these small-minded councils realise 
the revenue they will lose where there’s 
nowhere to park? Why don’t they put a 
parking meter up so that people can park 
up and stay overnight, instead of penalis¬ 
ing people? People who won’t come back if 
there’s nowhere to park. Not everyone can 
plan weeks ahead and book onto a site. I’ve 
spent many thousands of pounds in North 
Wales over the years, and feel very annoyed 
at the way I, and am sure many others, 
have been treated, they don’t deserve peo¬ 
ple boosting their economy. I know I won’t 
any more.

Minibus and car

Views are 
sought on 
changes to 
waiver system 

TRADESPEOPLE who may need to 
park in market towns while carrying 
out work are being encouraged to 
comment on proposed changes to the 
Shropshire Council’s tradesperson 
‘parking waiver’ system. 

Shropshire Council’s draft new 
parking strategy - which is out for 
consultation until October 17 - pro¬ 
poses to simplify and improve the 
current waiver system by introduc¬ 
ing a new tradesperson/work waiver 
in place of the existing green and red 
waivers. Currently, a green waiver 
allows tradespeople to park in any 
of Shropshire Council’s car parks or 
on-street parking bays, loading bays 
or resident-only bays. It costs £10 per 
vehicle per day. 

Meanwhile, a red waiver allows 
tradespeople to park on double/single 
yellow lines or in a disabled bay. It 
costs £15 per vehicle per day. 

The proposed new waiver would 
cost £20 per vehicle, and be valid for 
one day. 

Steve Davenport, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for highways 
and transport, said: “As part of the 
review of our parking strategy we’re 
proposing to end the current system 
of long-stay and short-stay car park¬ 
ing, by introducing parking tickets 
that allow you to park without a max¬ 
imum stay limit in our car parks and 
on-street pay and display areas. 

“If this is agreed it will mean that 
tradespeople will no longer have to 
purchase green waivers if they want 
to park for extended periods. Instead 
they’ll be able to purchase a ticket for 
the period of stay required - or they 
can apply for the new type of waiver.”

lawyer to give voice to 
mental health patients

A LAWYER has vowed to be a 
voice for the increasing number 
of mental health patients who 
end up in the criminal justice 
system. 

Elzbeth Kenny, who works at GHP 
Legal in Oswestry, has qualified to 
become a member of the Law Society 
Mental Health Accreditation Scheme. 

She said: “Every year one in four of us 
will experience mental health problems and 
I believe no-one should have to face such 
problems alone, especially when a person’s 
freedom is at risk and, as is all too often the 
case, their ideas and opinions are not taken 
seriously.” 

Mrs Kenny qualified as a criminal duty 
solicitor 12 years ago and is a member of 
the criminal and mental heath departments 
at GHP which has offices in Oswestry, Lla¬ 
ngollen, Chirk and Wrexham. She said the 
number of people suffering with mental 
health in the system as become “dispropor¬ 
tionately high” over the last decade. 

She said: “It moved me to undertake 
18 months of hard work, study, manda¬ 
tory training and commitment to become 
a panel member of the Mental Health Ac¬ 
creditation Scheme. 

“Now I will continue to work to uphold 
the rights of mental health patients and 
advise their relatives on the extent of their 
rights and responsibilities to get involved 
in their care. I will be representing patients 
in managers’ hearings and tribunals when 
they appeal against their detention in hos¬ 
pital, to ensure the patient is heard and 
that they receive the support and respect 
to which they are entitled.” 


Building contractor aims for growth

A BUILDING contractor has 
revealed plans to boost its mul¬ 
ti-million pound turnover by 
a quarter, backed by a major 
investment in new offices and 
staff. 

PaveAways, which is based at 
Knockin near Oswestry, is build¬ 
ing a £200,000 extension to its 
offices and is investing £250,000 
in new staff as it aims for £35 
million turnover in 2025. It al¬ 
ready employs more than 100 
construction and administrative 
staff and is predicting a £28m 
turnover for 2017, up £3m from 
the previous year.

Its current order book in¬ 
cludes an £8.3m production fa¬ 
cility in Telford, a £4.6 million 
warehouse and production cen¬ 
tre in Welshpool, projects worth 
£6.9 million at Shropshire’s 
Concord College and school re- 
furbishments for Telford and 
Wrekin Council worth more 
than £750,000.

Chance to have say on 
key planning strategy

DATES for the public consulta¬ 
tion on changes to the develop¬ 
ment plan in Powys have been 
released. 

The changes have been proposed 
by the planning inspector, and the 
consultation will take place over six 
weeks. 

Last year, Powys County Council’s de¬ 
velopment plans were released, with resi¬ 
dents concerned about the solar and wind 
energy. 

After a public protest outside Powys 
County Hall in October 2016, plans were 
changed in May this year. 

New proposals were put forward, which 
included the possibility of the biggest solar 
energy farm in the UK being built between 
Newtown and Rhayader. 

Dates have now been set for consultation 
drop-in sessions across the county. 

A session will take place on Tuesday in 
the Town Hall Corn Exchange in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

Cabinet member for regeneration, Coun¬ 
cillor Martin Weale said: “There has been 
considerable interest in many parts of the 
LDP, particularly regarding renewable en¬ 
ergy, and we look forward to hearing peo¬ 
ple’s views.” 

The inspector has given a provisional 
date of late January for the submission of 
her draft final report. 

The full council will then look to adopt 
the plan. 


Herd dispersal sale attracts the buyers

BUYERS from as far away as 
Northern Ireland and Somerset 
were attracted to a Welshpool 
smallholding for the dispersal 
sale of an entire pedigree herd 
of Brown Swiss dairy cattle. 

The buyers were keen to se¬ 
cure the top quality genetics of 
the 108 cattle on offer in the 
Shoestring herd owned by Paul 
Pritchard and Kate Loake of 
Cefn Hilin, Belan, Welshpool. 

Farm machinery, implements, 
fodder, a herringbone parlour 
and associated dairy equipment 
also went under the hammer in 
the auction conducted by auc¬ 
tioneers Halls. 

The auctioneers said the herd 
could not have been in a more 
favourable condition for sale, 
with most of the milking ani¬ 
mals either freshly calved or due 
before Christmas. 

The top price w§is £2,050 for 
Sujenca General Eclair, a cow 
bred by J Ball of Sandbach, 
which had just freshened in her 
third lactation and was yet to be 
weighed. This presale favourite 
was purchased by Messrs LA 
and SM Lloyd of Shrewsbury, 
who secured 17 cattle at the 
auction. 


Council is 
heading for 
overspend of 
£4.3 million 

POWYS County Council is heading 
for a £4.302million overspend this 
year at the moment, the latest figures 
have revealed. 

The figures for up to the end of 
July, were worse than June’s figure of 
£4,190, and it was mainly due to un¬ 
achieved savings targets at this point 
in the year, the council’s cabinet was 
told. 

The portfolio holder for finance 
Councillor Aled Davies said efficiency 
savings are only being included in the 
figures once they have been achieved 
and so the figure is likely to improve 
as the year moves on. 

But he warned that August’s fig¬ 
ures are starting to come through and 
they are showing a worsening posi¬ 
tion, which he admitted is a worry. 

The council has an efficiency target 
of £11.78m this year which includes 
this year’s and the previous year’s 
targets. 

He said a sensitivity analysis had 
been completed showing a range of 
forecasts based on the level of confi¬ 
dence in delivering the targets, with 
the high being the current position 
of £4.302million overspend, medium 
being the position if all savings shown 
as average are achieved, and low, 
£1,403 million - if all the savings are 
made. 

Councillor Davies said to achieve 
the medium level an extra £796,000 
of savings needs to be delivered. The 
cabinet was told the greatest risk at 
the moment is within children’s ser¬ 
vices where no savings have been 
delivered and there is a current over¬ 
spend on looked after children.

Man is locked up for 
harassing ex-partner

A MAN who admitted harass¬ 
ing his former partner has been 
jailed. 

The harassment put James Freder¬ 
ick Dowd, aged 51, in breach of a pre¬ 
vious suspended sentence. 

Dowd, of Peckforton Way at Upton near 
Chester, appeared from custody at Flint¬ 
shire Magistrates Court at Mold and ad¬ 
mitted harassing Phillip Anthony Evans at 
Chirk near Oswestry between September 
12 and 17. 

The court heard that the couple had been 
in a 20-year relationship and it ended am¬ 
icably. But then the defendant began con¬ 
tacting the victim demanding the return of 
a suit. 

The complainant knew nothing of any 
suit but called the police when calls were 
made in the early hours and became more 
threatening, the court was told. 

Dowd was jailed for 10 weeks and Dis¬ 
trict Judge Gwyn Jones made a two-year 
restraining order not to contact his ex-part¬ 
ner. 

The judge said that while the initial 
contact was courteous it became totally 
inappropriate in view of their nature and 
timing. 

Calls had been made in the early hours 
when the judge said that the defendant had 
been drinking too much and was not able 
to see things clearly. It occurred while he 
was on a suspended sentence, which he had 
breached for a second time. 

Defending solicitor Steve Coupe said that 
it was conceded that his client had breached 
the suspended sentence previously by com¬ 
mitting an offence of being drunk and dis¬ 
orderly.

Fracking not 
suitable for 
county says 
campaigner 

THE geology of Shropshire is unsuit¬ 
able for fracking, a campaigner has 
claimed. 

Chris Hesketh, leader of campaign 
group Frack Free Dudleston, said the 
geology of the county is unsuitable 
even though there is plenty of coal. 

Mr Hesketh said in North Shrop¬ 
shire, around Whitchurch, there are 
shale deposits that are claimed to be 
thick enough to be suitable for frack¬ 
ing. 

He said however the fact that the 
shale is extremely deep underground 
makes it even less likely that it will be 
economic to extract. 

Mr Hesketh’s warning comes after 
professor John Underhill, chief sci¬ 
entist at Heriot-Watt University in 
Edinburgh, suggested the UK is “55 
million years too late” for the gas ex¬ 
traction technique to work. 

He said reservoirs of shale gas had 
been damaged by seismic activity 55 
million years ago, causing some of the 
deposits to escape. 

Fracking, or hydraulic fracturing, 
involves drilling into the earth then 
injecting liquid into the rock at high 
pressure, forcing apart fractures and 
allowing gas to escape. 

Opponents of the technique claim it 
will harm the environment, but sup¬ 
porters say it is a beneficial source of 
energy. 

In Dudleston, near Oswestry, the 
plans to operate an exploratory bore¬ 
hole for coal bed methane exploration 
had been contested for months with¬ 
out a final decision from Shropshire 
Council, before the applicant, IGas 
Energy, submitted an appeal. The 
case then went to the Planning In¬ 
spectorate before it was eventually 
withdrawn in July last year when the 
licence with the landowner ended.

Castle was bigger 
than first thought 

THE excavation of Oswestry Castle 
has found that it was once much bigger 
than originally thought. 

Archaeologists have completed their 
dig at the castle and as well as discov¬ 
ering more about the overall layout 
have discovered another building next 
to it. The Oswestry Castle Community 
Research Project received funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund to further 
excavate and research the history of the 
castle. 

It follows on from a successful exca¬ 
vation last year on the castle mound, 
which revealed the well preserved base 
of a previously unknown early Norman 
tower keep. 

Work will start again in May next 
year. A report into the findings is ex¬ 
pected to be published in 2020.

MEMBERS of the Rotary Club of 
Oswestry have learned about a new 
food market model which has been 
operating for the last couple of years 
in nearby Llangollen. 

Part of a nationwide movement pi¬ 
oneered in France, but the first one in 
Wales, the Llangollen Food Assembly 
was launched in November 2015 to 
connect local farmers and producers 
with their customers. 

During an informative talk, the 
Llangollen Assembly’s founder organ¬ 
iser, Robyn Lovegood, known as the 
Assembly’s host, took the audience 
through its workings from the online 
ordering system through to customer 
collection of their orders at The Pon- 
sonby Arms in the town. “This is a 
fun, sociable way of shopping.” Robyn 
said. “Our customers get the chance 
to meet the producers of the amazing 
range of food available in our area 
who, in turn, receive a fairer propor¬ 
tion of the proceeds. Only a very small 
percentage of the price is taken up by 
Food Assembly overheads; money is 
kept in the local economy. It’s one of 
the main reasons I got involved with 
the Food Assembly in Llangollen.” 

The Assembly has its own page on 
the national Food Assembly website 
thefoodassembly.com where orders 
are placed by Monday evening each 
week and Facebook and Twitter ac¬ 
counts giving details of special offers 
and news of the producers, including 
the chance to meet them and hear 
about their business, fostering a con¬ 
nection between the two. To demon¬ 
strate this relationship, Robyn had 
invited Barbara Jones, local holistic 
vet and owner of Babbinswood Farm 
and Veg Shop, to come along with her 
and talk about supplying vegetables 
for the Assembly.

John Campion, police and crime com¬ 
missioner for West Mercia, has claimed he 
can save £4.2 million across the services if 
his role is expanded to include Shropshire, 
Herefordshire, and Worcestershire fire au¬ 
thorities. That claim has been cited as a 
central reason for the public support of the 
plan. The results of a consultation carried 
out by Mr Campion showed that 60.7 per 
cent of the 1,307 people who responded are 
in favour of single PCC governance. 

The figures showed that 67 per cent of 
people who backed the plans saying that 
financial considerations were the reason. 

Mr Carter said: “I am surprised. When I 
read the media release and I see the main 
reason the majority of people seem to be 
in favour is because of financial consid¬ 
erations. It depends what the public per¬ 
ceive as the main financial considerations. 
Are we referring to the £4.2 million in the 
business case, which we have discussed at 
a number of meetings as being incorrect as 
they do also contain savings being made 
through the fire service already?” 

Mr Campion’s office is now in the process 
of assessing the responses before deciding 
whether to go through with the bid. 


Cities put forward ideas for Knife Angel

IT may be struggling to secure a 
spot on the fourth plinth in Tra¬ 
falgar Square but police and civ¬ 
ic heads from across Britain are 
hoping to see the Knife Angel in 
their towns and cities. 

The Knife Angel at the British 
Ironwork Centre near Oswestry 
was created from thousands of 
knives. Centre chairman Clive 
Knowles said he is delighted 
at the interest in the sculpture 
from across the country. 

Peace envoy Terry Waite has 
already backed the campaign 
to have the sculpture installed 
at Trafalgar Square and the 
latest politician to contact the 
centre expressing is the Shadow 
Culture Secretary in the Na¬ 
tional Assembly for Wales, Suzy 
Davies. 

“It is a most powerful sculp¬ 
ture and I would be very keen 
to lobby the Welsh Government 
and the Arts Co for Wales to see 
if we might have it in Wales,” 
she said. 

There has also been interest 
this week from Paddy Tipping, 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Nottingham, who visited the 
British Ironwork Centre. 

And Mr Knowles said there is 
also a hope the sculpture could 
be placed in the ruins of Coven¬ 
try Cathedral as a symbol of a 
hope for peace.

10,000 trees 
being given away 

MORE than 10,000 trees are being 
given away to groups across Shrop¬ 
shire as part of an annual planting 
scheme. 

Shropshire Council is offering the 
trees, which include 13 different 
varieties, to parish tree wardens, 
schools, environmental and commu¬ 
nity groups, parish and town councils, 
farmers and landowners. 

Hedgerows are also available under 
the scheme. A spokesman for Shrop¬ 
shire Council said: “Our beautiful 
countryside is one of the county’s 
greatest assets and trees, woodlands, 
and hedgerows make a significant 
contribution to this. Equally trees can 
add character and beauty to the built 
environment, enhancing rural villages 
and larger towns alike. 

“Our community tree scheme is one 
way in which we support tree planting 
in Shropshire.” 

Tenant lined up 
to take over farm

council-owned farm. 

Five farmers have come forward to 
run Powys County Council’s Cefnhilin 
farm near Berriew until 2026. 

Members of the council interviewed 
each potential tenant at a meeting re¬ 
cently. 

The successful tenant will pay the 
council £11,000 rent per year. 

The farm near Welshpool comprises 
a detached three-bedroom house, a 
range of modern farm buildings with 
pasture and arable land extending to 
94.71 acres. 

Cefnhilin is one of four holdings on 
Powys County Council’s Brithdir Es¬ 
tate which spans 346 acres. 

With 141 holdings and land ex¬ 
tending to 11,300 acres, the council’s 
Farms Estate is the largest of its kind 
in Wales.

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Prepare your vehicle for the winter

As the colder months approach, road 
experts are advising motorists to make 
checks now to ensure they are ready for 
winter driving. 

Both the AA and the RAC have given out 
advice on how best to ensure you are ready for 
everything and anything winter motoring can 
through at you. 

Both organisations say winter needn’t be hell 
on the roads - as long as drivers follow a simple 
survival guide which will get them through the 
time of year when they are most likely to break 
down. While it’s typically the season of delays, 
arming yourself with the right kit will make a big 
difference if you do get stuck. If a lorry jack¬ 
knifes ahead of you, chances are you’ll be stuck 
for a long time, even if you have winter tyres or 
snow chains. So, make up a winter emergency 
kit to keep in the boot - chances are you won’t 
need it but you’ll be glad it’s there if you do. 
Year-round essentials include a fully charged 
mobile phone and an in-car phone charger or 
power pack. 

Other essentials include sunglasses, personal 
medication, a first aid kit, a road atlas in case of 
diversions and a sat-nav or a printed route for 
an unfamiliar journey. Winter of course throws 
up its own unique challenges and as well as the 
year-round essential kit, drivers should keep 
other items in their car for the cooler months. 
Items include a blanket, rug or sleeping bag, 
a shovel, ice scraper and de-icer, torch and 
batteries, snacks such as chocolate or cereal 
bars and extra screen wash. 

And of course when severe weather hits, you 
need a few extras to ensure you stay safe and 
well when the winter arrives. 

When bad weather is forecast and you have 
to travel, pack essentials such as a warm winter 
coat, scarf, hat, gloves and warm clothes, 
waterproofs, sturdy footwear and a flask of hot 
drink.

Failing to prepare properly for winter can leave you stranded 


Before you set off, plan your journey carefully. 
Use the RAC Route Planner or AA information 
to get updates on traffic news to help make 
your journey as smooth as possible. Consider 
areas that are going to be exposed to the 


elements, and perhaps prone to flooding. Keep 
up-to-date with local weather to ensure you 
aren’t caught out. Allow for more time than you 
normally would before you leave to clear car 
windows, mirrors, lights and the top of your roof 


of snow before setting off, driving with snow on 
you car could result in you breaking the law. 
You will also need to de-ice your windscreen. 

And you will need to take time to clear the 
inside of your windscreen too as it is illegal to 


drive without full visibility through all of your 
windows. It’s also a good idea to carry a lock 
de-icer with you to clear your lock. If your locks 
do get frozen, try warming the key or spraying 
de-icer or an oil-based lubricant into the lock.

Diesel remains popular 
despite its bad publitity 



Used diesel car sales are strong but new diesel sales are down 


Almost half of diesel owners will 
stay loyal to the fuel for their next 
car, a new study suggests. 

Despite a lot of bad publicity 
surrounding diesel emissions, 
used car buyers are not being put 
off buying cars powered by the fuel, 
with research also showing used 
diesel car prices are actually on the 
rise. 

Used car marketplace Auto Trader 
analysed its sales data combined 
with the opinions of around 13,000 
motorists to show used diesel car 
sales increased by six per cent year- 
on-year last month. 

Prices of diesel cars also increased 
by two per cent. 

Debate 

It asked people selling on their 
diesel cars whether they intended to 
buy another diesel once it had sold, 
and 47 per cent said they would. 

Nathan Coe, Auto Trader’s chief 
operating officer, said the debate 
around diesel was only to be expected 
in a time of ‘big change’ in the car 
industry. 

He added: “It might be tempting to 
focus on the negatives during periods 
of such change. 

“But it’s crucial that the centre of 
the debate focuses on clearly landing 
the benefits and value of this change 
to motorists, rather than further 
energising a narrative that stigmatises 


cars and threatens to penalise 
motorists.” 

Despite used diesel car sales 
holding strong, the same can’t be 
said of the new car market. Data from 


industry body the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders shows 
that the number of new diesels sold 
between January and August this 
year was down by more than 11

CAE GLAS brought the curtain 
down on a creditable campaign in 
the Henshalls Shropshire Cricket 
League division three with a last 
over victory in a low scoring affair 
against Harpers at Gatacre. 

Having at one stage been pro¬ 
motion contenders, the Glas fin¬ 
ished seventh, while their victory 
denied a Harpers side who them¬ 
selves had a slim chance of promo¬ 
tion before the game.
